The interest billa before toe Assembly, 
have, on motion of Mr. Lawrence, been 
m ade a special order for next Monday 
evening, when the subject will doubtless 
be pretty thoroughly discussed.

The condition of the banks 
here Is not different from those in nearly 
all the cities in tho West. 
The banks arc 
full of money, and borrowers with good 
collaterals are not overly numerous.

A person
